Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-16 are allowed. 

Applicant's arguments, see Applicant's Remarks (pages 8-9 under Rejections of Claims 
20 7-9 and 12 Under 35 U.S.C. § J 03(a) heading), filed June 1 , 2006, with respect to claims 1 and 6 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The Applicant argued that the primary reference, 
Pawlowski et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,151,663 A) (hereinafter referred to as Pawlowski) did not 
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teach that the plurality of processors and the interconnection controller were interconnected by 
point-to-point intra-cluster links in a first cluster or second cluster. Also, Pawlowski did not 
further teach the first interconnection controller and the second interconnection controller being 
coupled by a point-to-point inter-cluster link. These elements could not be found in a further 
5 search. Therefore, the rejection of claims 1-16 has been withdrawn. 

Applicant's arguments, see Applicant's Remarks (pages 6-8 under Rejections of Claims 
JO, 11 and 13-16 Under 35 U.S.C. § 101 heading), filed June 1, 2006, with respect to claims 1 1 
and 13-16 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1 1 and 13-16 
has been withdrawn.
